ON TRIAL FOR MURDER coM- 
MITTED FOUR YEARS AGO. 


ana | Long a Wanderer Upon the Face of 


the Earth, the Murderer Is at Last 
Brought to Justice —The Kivi- 
dence. 


The case of The People vs. Sylvester 
Duron was called in Judge Cheney’s court 
at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. It is a 


case illustrative of the value which justice 
places on a human life, no matter how hum- | 


ble may be the station of its possessor, and 
of how difficult it is for a criminal to escape 
the clutches of the law when an active and 
determined officer makes up his mind to se- 
cure the offender. The murder for which 


_.__. | the culprit is now on trial was committed in 


December, 1883, near Ballona. The victim 
was an old Indian named Manuel, living in 
that vicinity, his age being some 70 or 80 


years. 

The who is ed 
with the murder, is also an Indian, a youn 
ellow, and while under the influence 0 
liquor — the night of December 4, 
is alleged that he brutally clubbed ‘the old 
man, the effects of which he soon after 
died. He was buried the morning after he 
died, and the next night J. F. Figueroa 
came up and notified the authorities. The 
Coroner went down, dug 1 e body, held 
an inquest, and the result was a warrant 
sworn out against Duron, who suddenly 
disap . The officers could not find the 
man, though diligent search was made, but 
when Martin Aguirre came into the con- 
otable’s office he made up his mind to have 
Duron.

His sense of duty and obliga- 
tion must be aroused in order to lead 
him to change his course of 
life and the current of his thoughts. 
Street parades, street music; and 
insane toggery are not the means of 
grace to him. Such methods of arrest- 
ing attention do not commend them- 
selves to the thoughtful classes. Great 
moral and spiritual reforms are brought 
about through pungent conviction 


ment. 

There are too many, in times of re- 
ligious excitement, who are led to pro- 
fess Christianity, not through any love 
of the truth, but under the influence of 
temporary excitement and alarm, in- 
fluenced by the one hope of escape from 
danger. Itis this class that is largely 
reached by the methods employed by 
the wandering Holiness Bands. Such 
converts weaken the cause of Chris- 
tianity, for their religious life is apt to 
fail in consistency of conduct, as well 
as in endurance. The very claim which

Classitication of Breeds of Pigs. 
{American Agriculturist.| 
There has been a great confusion in the 
names of these, owing to their being called 
after the different counties, towns an 
estates where bred, although differing little 
or nothing in color or characteristics. In 
consequence of this the agricultural societies 
in Great Britain have recently determined 
to put an end to these numerous names, and 
now reduce the whole to about eight classes. 
They have taken all the white swine of the 
kingdom and amalgated them to 
breeds, designating them as“ 
“Middle Whites” and “Small Whites.“ In 
the same manner they have named the black 
swine, although there is not so great a dif- 
ference in the * * weights as with 
the whites. The three former vary, full- 
grown, from about 300 to 900 pounds. Some 
ew have attained still er weights, even 
as high as 1200 pounds; but the pork of 
such is coarse and of inferior quality, and 
therefore latterly avoided. The three latter 
vary, full-grown, only about 250 to 700 
pounds. In consequence of their bein 
more particularly adapted to turn ou 
tender, lean, Jae hams and shoulders for 
smoking and side-pieces for bacon, the 
Berkshire and the Tamworth breeds are to 
be kept distinct as now, or the former have 
more or less white mingled with their black, 
and the Tamworth dish brown spots on 
a rather dirty white ground. The latterare 
supposed to be descended from the large, 
old. original Berkshires before the new, im- 
proved breed was formed by crossing them 
with the Siamese, for cap! are marked like 
them and still grow, when kept to full 
maturity, to their great weight of 800 to 
000 or,in a few instances, still 


two and a half years to attain such growth. 
The improved Berkshire matures at 12 to 18 
months, and then varies from to 600 
pounds; a few, though rarely, attain 700 
unds, We wish the above classifications 
of the breeds of swine could be adopted by 
our own agricultural societies.
